Girawa Dictionary 


This is a dictionary of the Girawa language. Girawa is a Papuan language of the Kokon 
Family, Mabuso Stock. It is spoken by over 3,500 people living in the Begesin area, about 30 
miles south-west of Madang in the Ramu Sub-district of the Madang Province of Papua New 
Guinea. 

The data for his dictionary has been collected under the auspices of the Summer Institute of 
Linguistics from 1976-1999. It is an on-going collection of words and terms, not a completed 
work.
